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DECISION RENDERED AFFECT- 
ING OLEOMARGARINE DEALERS. 


C. SCHEITLIN 


Remanded to the Custody of the Sher- 
iff on His Refusal to Pay 
the Fine. 


The State law prohibiting the sale of 
oleomargarine, colored in imitation of gen- 
vine butter, was sustainea in a decision 


rendered Tuesday morning by Judge Ad- 
ams of the United States Circuit Court. 

©. Scheitlin, of the commission firm of 
Hilmer-Scheitlin & Co., was arrested seve- 
ral Weeks ago on a charge of violating the 
Missour!l Statutes pertaining to oleomarga- 
rine. He was fined and upon his re- 
fusal to pay the fine was reenanded to the 
custody of the Sheriff. He contended that 
the law was unconstitutional so far as it 
affected him in that the oleomargarine 
Which he sold was procured from another 
State. He was granted a writ of habeas 
corpus from the United States Court. 

It has been published that Mr. Scheitlin 
s0ki1 oleomargarine for butter, which he 
declares is not true. 

Judge Adams’ ruling affects all oleomar- 
Kurine dealers in St. Louls and pracii- 
cally elsewhere throughout the State. His 
Opinion is based prince ees upon decisions 
of the ['nited States Supreme Court, and 
particularly that of Plumley agains! the 
State of Massachusetts. It was , ugfeed 
by counsel both for the relator and the 
State that they would rest their case on 
that ruling, provided it had not been sub- 
sequently affected by other decisions. In 
his decision Judge Adams said: 

“I am relieved from the necessity of giv- 
ing this question an original, independent 
consideration for the reason that the same 
nas been heretofore exhaustively considered 
by the Supreme Court of the United States 
in a variety of decisions from which, it 
‘seems to me, a rule of construction Is 
clearly laid down and established. In the 
case of Plumley vs. Massachusetts, 1%, U. 
S., 461, the Supreme CwWrt had oc:Z sion 
to consider a statute of the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts very ‘similar to that of 
Missour! now under consideration. The 
Massachusetts act made it unlawful for 
any person to sell any article, product er 
compound made wholly or partly out of 
any fat, oll or oleaginous substance, or 
compound thereof not produced from un-
